HOW TO GROW ROSES IN THE GARDEN 


Preparation of the ground—Roses will grow in any fertile 
well-drained ground, but they respond quickly to liberal culti- 
vation, producing a more vigorous growth, more flowers and 
a better quality when so treated. The ground should be dug 
to a depth of 18 inches, incorporating with the soil a liberal 
amount of well decayed manure, preferably cow manure, but 
if this is not readily procurable, our Pure Ground Bone ap- 
plied at the rate of five pounds to the square ers makes a 
good substitute. 

When, where and how to plant—The best time to plant field 
grown roses is between November the 15th and February the 
15th, or when the plant is dormant. 

Always select an open, sunny position. Roses will not do as 
well in the shade. In planting, set the plants 3ust a little 
deeper than they were before being taken up. Firm the soil 
well around the plants.
